CHURCH NEWS by Richard Hannah 
FAT OR THIN 


It is fashionabie to be as slim as possible. Not only for over-weight man and 
women, but for the things around us. Slim TY sets, siim cabinets, slim petrol 
tanks, slim everything you can. How about buildiaas, in particular churches? 
If you had an acre of ground, as much stcne and woed as you wanted, how would 


you build a church, starting from scratch - tall and thin or short and fat? 


You can see the two opposites in our church here. One of its alories as a 
building (with no mention in the cuicsleok) is the great soaring arch in the 
tower wall. Stand by the pulpit under the chancel screen and face the pews. 
The arch focuses your attention. Up snd up it goes, almost to the ceiling. It 
is a beautiful arch, giving added heicht to the building (as if it needed it). 
It is tall, graceful, slim. Admire it when you are next in church. 


to the font, directiy under this 
arca, partly fitled by the ancient 


Now go to the tower and stand with vour back 
soaring arch. In frent of you is the chancel 
wooden screen. This arch is as wice as it can be, the full width of the chancel. 
It is nothing like as high as it could bo. It is, comparatively, short and fat. 
Further, to emphasise its lack of height and to keep your eve down, the builders 
have placed above it a wide, flat-topned window. 


Here is the contrast in two arcnes, tal: and thin for tne one, short and fat 

for the other. The contrast is sigqnificait. The tail arch gives extra space. 
You do not need to climb a mountatn in order to fine room to breathe, you can 
find it here. On the other hand, ricst of uc ure afraid of toc mich space. Lt 
makes us fecai too small and lonely. Seo the short, fat arch, with an ordinary, 
domestic window above it, fits us fetter novacdays. The sort of society we have 
is reflected in our buildings and their fenwures, inspirina or dull, heavenly 

or earth-bound.

May I ada a werd about the tower of our church? Deddinaton Relfry is 
fortunate in that for the past 50 years, the ringers have donated all moneys 


earned from ringing the bells for weddings, etc. and from ringing handbells 


at Christmas parties, Qld Peenie's Homes, etc.., into a fund which pays for 
any repairs needed. Any travelling exnenses are paid for by the ringers 
themselves, ana are not taken from the general func. 


Deddinaton #ingers keep the church clock functioning by winding same four times 
each week, which means they "aarn® 55 each time they climb 46 steps and a 
ladder to pull up the two heavy weiants, for the belfry fund. As always, as 
Tong as tne cleck works and keaps pretty aood time, it is taken for cranted, 
but aS soon as it stops or leses two minutes a week in cold weather, or gains 
two minutes a week in hot weather, there is adverse criticisn. 

Only fceuy fii peals are allowed to be attempted in any one yecr, and it-.is 
seldom that ati four are achieved. ‘That the peal on Saturday , 16th June did 
not finish unti? 7.3C p.m. was unfortunate and due to unforeseen circumstances. 
It is our custom to ensure that peats are finished before 7.00 5.m.

Many or the reqular belirin ha have committed themselves to ringina for 

Tl weddings this year; this means that on 10 Saturdays, and on Easter Monday, 
they cannoe 90. off and do bhet they wish, but turn up to iing the belis because 
they ccrsider it their duty. Yes, | can hear many people saying: "What a 

pity they don't go out; we could enjoy a bit more quiet," but it's amazing 
how many expect the belis to be avaiiabie when “they"personally require them. 


We have enough rinaers for one to a bell, but with holidays and iliness, couid 
do with at jeast twice that number. We can count un to between 40 and 50 
peopie in dedctngton who have jearned how to rine the bells, but have given it 
up because 1% interfered with their own way of life. So come on all those who 
sit back and criticise; what about turning up for practice on a Monday night 
between 7.36 and 9.00 p.m. to jearn what ringing is ail about.

A few species are social insects ifike the honey-bee, others have cuckoo-like habits 
and will jay their eggs in other bees' nests. But the majority of bees are of a 
solitary nature, i Ng their own single nests which they mine out of the ground 

or in some casas e walls. Nearly all bees are hairy, which distinguishes them 


from wasps.

They yield the finest and most 
beautiful weod for joinery and turnery, and are highly desired by craftsmen. ‘There 
are about 65 species of ash found throughout the Northern Hemisphere. The Canadian 
Indians soften the wood of the black ash, which is similar to the European ash in 
many respects, by soaking it In water, separate it into long strips and weave these j 
into baskets and hampers of varfous kinds.

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PARISH COUNCIL REPORT by John Webber 


ROAD SAFETY - Monty. Spencer as 2d that something be done to prevent people 
parking coo close to the Hudson jtreet/New Street junction and on the south 

side of the road, anc also illecal parking around the village on footpaths and 
grass veraes. AF tor some discussion it was decided that the Clerk should write 
to the cciice asking them to lock into the parking on footpaths, but short of a 
one-way system and double yellow lines, there was little else that could be done 
about the proulem of Hudson Street. On the whole people park on the north side 
of the road so that there is no zroblenm. 


CASTLE CAQUNES - Ken Garrett reported that the Castle Grounds were stil] being 
mis-use.. by youths riding motor cycles. This was both dangerous and illegai. 
The peopie ccncerned were well known but peteietee in doing this. |. Counciitors 


suggested that regu‘ar checks by police would be a sure way of reducing the 
problem, it was noted that damage to the Football Club Pavilion has declined 
since advertising a £20 reward fcr catching offenders. Councillors were to 
be giver copies of the current bye-laws so that they will be prepared to discuss 
their revisica at the July meeting and in particular to bring the penalties up 
to a reniistic figure. 


STREET LIGHTING - The street lichts in the Parish cost over £1000 per annum for 
energy cnd maintenance, yet frecuently they fail to operate properly. Much of 
the system is virtuzily worn out and will need replacement soon. 


The ques Sion soon to be decided is whether to patch up the present system - the 
time switches would cost £55 each if replaced - or to change over to a photo~ 
electric cel! systerm. Such a system would turn on the lights automatically durin 
the hours of darkness without any timing devices or seasonal adjustment being 
require... Qf course, this means the lights burn all night. Mary Robinson 
wondere= if iights Lurning all night cutside houses would be a nuisance to 
residen:s and also, with the prospect of ever-increasing costs and thé need to 
conserve cneray, if the scheme wouldn't be wasteful. 


It was reported that the instaliation of the "'All Night'' photo cell lamps in 
Chapel Close, Clifton had been successful and that no annoyance to local pevnie 
had bee: reported. The 35-W sodium lamps of the new system would use about cne 
third of the power. of the.cider type so that operating the system throughout the 
night would use less enercy than the oid lamps burned in a shorter time and were 
far more reliable. The instaliation costs could possibly be phased over two 
or three years and the Council could precept for it for the following financial 
year if, as proved likely, it was beyond the scope of the ordinary budget, the 
Clerk suggested. 


The Council agreed to meet a strcet-lighting engineer who had offered to prepare 
an estimate o% a new scheme, so as to determine the cost, independently of the 
Electricity foard. 


HEMPTON REPRESENTATION - Mary Robinson was concerned that Hempton, with 16% of th: 
elector te of the Parish, had no representative. Bob Stevens replied that all 


the Councillors represented all the pesple in the Parish; aii were accessible. 
The Chairmen, endorsing these remarks, said that a Ward system ‘em had been proposed 
in the -est Sut had not been acceptable to the County Council. He had also 
previousiy offered to attend a meating of the Hempton Residents! Association 


Committc:, but this was never taxen up. 


Jill Cheeseman suggested that the Members of the Council could advertise’ 
themselves more, so that peopje knew where to come with matters that concerned 
them, and it was decided that lists of the Councillors’ names and addresses 
would bc displayed. 


eeeeesees CONtinued 
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BURIAL GROUND - Councillors were very concerned with the state of the burial gro 
The corel pays for four cuts a year - at £25 for each cut. The first, in Ape, 
was satisfactory, but in May attempts to cut abs grass when it had been very wet 
were unsuccessful and "it was still in a mess'' in June. The grass between the 
gravestones iad not been cut and the path was still overgrown - the small ciear 
area haa been sprayed by Roger Gardner as a demonstration of how it could be 
cleared! The matter was toe be taken up: with the contractor. _— 
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WINDMELL HALL - The Clerk had written to 15 clubs and organisations in the Parish 
to try to ones what support they would be able to give the project. At that 
time only 5 replies had been received, and disappointment was expressed that a 
greater response had not been forthcoming so far. Monty Spencer said that those 
working for the project "should not lose heart.... Once they see we mean business 
they wii join in." The Chairman, Donald Welford, reminded the Council that a 
large sum iti grants would be required for the scheme and that, in order to secure 
those grants, local people will have to show that they will use a hall.
